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Metropolitan    Area  Definitions 


In  1983,  the  Federal  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  released  revisions  to 
Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  (SMSA]  boundaries.  The  revisions  were 
the  result  of  reconsideration  of  the  SMSA  boundaries  using  population  data  from 
the  1980  Census  of  Population  and  Housing.  Certain  terminology  changes  were 
also  made.  The  previously  used  term,  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area, 
was  shortened  to  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  [MSA). 

The  general  concept  of  a  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  is  that  of  a 
geographic  area  consisting  of  a  large  population  nucleus  together  with  adjacent 
communities  having  a  high  degree  of  economic  and  social  Integration  with  that 
nucleus.  Standard  metropolitan  definitions  were  first  developed  and  issued 
about  35  yeers  ego.  Their  major  purpose  is  to  enable  all  Federal  statistical 
agencies  to  use  the  same  geographic  definitions  in  the  study  of  metropolitan 
characteristics.  Data  are  made  available  for  Individual  metropolitan  areas  on 
population,  housing,  Industry,  trade,  employment,  payrolls,  Local  housing 
markets,  and  labor  markets. 

Metropolitan  statistical  areas  are  defined  according  to  a  set  of  detailed 
standards  prepared  by  a  federal  committee.  Under  these  standards  [revised  in 
1980],  en  area  qualifies  for  recognition  as  an  MSA  in  one  of  two  ways:  If  there 
is  a  city  of  at  least  50,000  population,  or  an  urbanized  area  of  at  least  50,000 
with  a  total  metropolitan  population  of  at  least  100,000.  MSA's  are  defined  in 
terms  of  entire  counties,  except  in  the  six  New  England  States  where  they  are 
defined  in  terms  of  cities  and  towns.  In  addition  to  the  county  containing  the 
main  city,  an  MSA  may  also  include  additional  counties  having  strong  economic 
and  social  ties  to  the  central  county. 

The  number  of  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  (MSA's)  in  North  Carolina  was 
reduced  by  the  federal  budget  office  from  eleven  in  1980  to  nine  in  1983.  The 
Charlotte— Gastonla  MSA  was  expanded  to  include  two  former  MSA's, 
Salisbury-Concord  and  Rock  Hill  (South  Carolina),  plus  Lincoln  County.  In 
addition  to  the  Cherlotte-Gastonia  change,  Currituck  County  was  deleted  from  the 
Norfolk-Virginia  Beach-Newport  News,  VA  MSA,  which  is  now  the  Norfolk-Vi rginie 
Beach-Newport  News,  VA  MSA.  Also  Brunswick  County  was  deleted  from  the 
Wilmington  MSA,  and  Madison  County  was  removed  from  the  Ashevllle,  MSA.  Besides 
Lincoln  and  York  County  (S.C.),  other  new  metropolitan  counties  in  1983  were 
Davie,  Burke,  and  Franklin.

Labor  Force  -  Labor  force  estimates  represent  the  combined  totals  of  the  average  annual  employed 
and  unemployed  persons  by  place  of  residence  and  have  been  adjusted  to  remove  the  effect  of 
multiple  job  holding  and  the  effect  of  commuting  from  one  county  [or  planning  region)  to  another. 
The  unemployment  rate  is  the  ratio  of  the  total  number  unemployed  (not  working,  but  seeking  work) 
to  the  number  in  the  civilian  labor  force.  The  adjustment  of  commuters  from  the  labor  force  total 
insures  that  the  unemployment  rates  between  areas  are  more  comparable  and  are  influenced  only  by 
the  differences  in  the  severity  of  unemployment.

Total  personal  income  figures  for  the  calendar  year 
reflect  the  income  received  by  or  on  behalf  of  all  the  residents  of  the  area  from  all  sources, 
that  is,  from  participation  in  production,  from  transfer  payments,  from  government  and  businesses, 
and  from  government  interest.  "Persons"  consists  of  individuals,  nonprofit  institutions,  private 
noninsured  welfare  funds,  and  private  trust  funds.  Personal  income  is  the  sum  of  wage  and  salary 
disbursements,  other  labor  income,  proprietors'  income  (with  inventory  valuation  and  capital 
consumption  adjustments),  rental  income  of  persons  (with  capital  consumption  adjustment),  personal 
dividend  income,  personal  interest  income,  and  transfer  payments,  less  personal  contributions  for 
social  insurance.

Final  annual  enrollment  is  a 
cumulative  total  of  students  enrolled  throughout  the  school  year  and  is  not  adjusted  to  reflect 
withdrawals.  Included  in  these  figures  are  those  students  who  transferred  to  the  public  school 
system  from  another  state  or  from  another  North  Carolina  school  district,  as  well  as  non-public 
school  students  entering  the  public  schools.

To  provide  a 
consistent  population  series  corresponding  to  current  geographical  boundaries,  the 
official  population  counts  and  estimates  for  1970  through  1974  reflect  adjustments 
for  this  boundary  change  before  Its  scutal  occurrence.  However,  the  official  birth 
and  death  deta  used  to  develop  natural  increase  have  not  been  adjusted  for  this 
boundary  change  prior  to  Its  occurrence.  For  purposes  of  this  publication,  the 
changes  show  only  in  the  1970  population  counts  for  the  two  counties.  Users  of  the 
Profile,  Update  1982  will  note  thet  the  combination  of  adjusted  population  and 
unadjusted  natural  Increase  could  result  in  an  estimated  net  migration  rete  for 
1970-1980  which  1s  slightly  in  error  (but  would  not  be  detected  within  rounding). 

Note  3:  Births  end  deeths  for  e  partial  year  are  estimated  under  the    assumption    that  both 

are  uniformity  distributed  throughout  the  year.  For  users  of  1981  Profile,  the  sum 
of  natural  Increase  for  1971  counties  will  not  add  to  state  total  due  to  rounding 
error  when  calculating  births  and  deaths  from  April  1,  1970  to  July  1,1971.

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Note  5:  With  the  release  of  updated  per  capita  income  estimates,  BEA  typically    revises  the 

most  recent  four  years  of  data.  The  most  recent  revisions  are  presented  in  the 
appendix.  The  state  figure  for  1979  published  in  the  Profile,  Update  1982  should 
have  been  $7124  rather  than  $7832.  However,  that  figure  is  also  revised  in  the  per 
capita  income  section  in  the  appendix. 

Note  S:  Information  in  previous  editions  of  Profile,  North  Carolina    Counties    was  obtained 

through  the  N.  C.  Annual  Farm  Census,  which  was  discontinued  after  1977.  The  sample 
survey  does  not  report  the  amount  of  idle  cropland  in  a  county,  which  had  been 
included  in  the  amounts  shown  in  previous  editions  of  the  Prof i les.  See  Prof i le t 
Update  1982  for  a  complete  series  of  harvested  cropland  data  for  the  years 
1969-1980.  State  totals  in  years  prior  to  1977  do  not  include  any  data  for  the 
countes  in  North  Carolina  in  which  a  census  was  not  conducted. 


Note  7:  Although    the    federal    government    frequently  revises  state  level  estimates  of  farm 

income,  the  county  series  is  revised  only  for  the  year  prior  to  the  most  recent 
release.  The  state  series  presented  in  this  publication  is  that  agreeing  with  the 
county  totals.  Users  may  contact  the  N.  C.  Department  of  Agriculture  for  more 
recently  revised  state  figures.  1983  county  data  are  provisional  and  will  be 
revised  with  the  release  of  1984  figures.  Estimated  farm  income  published  in 
Profile  Update, 1982  for  years  1979,  1980,  and  1981,  respectively,  should  have  been 
labeled  "1978", "1979",  and  "1980",  respectively. 

Note  8:  Enrollment  refers  to  the  headcount  resident-credit  enrollment.    The  resident-credit 

enrollment  includes  full-time  and  part-time  students  enrolled  in  courses  basic  to  or 
creditable  to  a  bachelor's  or  higher  degree.  This  excludes  students  in  extension, 
correspondence,  adult  education,  audited  courses,  short  courses,  and  those  enrolled 
for  individual  lessons  only.  Undergraduate  includes  students  who  have  not  completed 
a  full  four-year  program  or  its  equivalent  and  also  students  in  a  five-yeer 
bachelor's  progrem.  Data  for  the  Prof i le  classification  includes  students  in 
private  junior  colleges  but  excludes  the  public  community  colleges.  In-state 
students  are  those  whose  legal  residence,  as  determined  by  the  institution,  is  North 
Caroline.  Data  were  excluded  for  students  in  military  centers  for  all  years,  for 
Southeastern  Seminary  for  all  years  except  1973,  for  Roanoke  Bible  College  in  1978 
and  prior  years,  for  Meredith  and  Shaw  in  1973,  for  Davidson  College  prior  to  1975, 
for  Duke  University  prior  to  1978. 

Note  9:  The  specialty  OB-GYN  includes    obstetrics,    gynecology,    and  obstetrics/gynecology. 

Only  the  last  of  these  three  is  considered  a  primary  care  prectice.  For  1978  data, 
the  inclusive  OB-GYN  total  was  used  instead  of  obstetrics/gynecology.  The  state 
level  data  presented  in  this  publication  gives  the  corrected  total  for  1978 
excluding  obstetrics  and  gynecology  specialties.  Historically,  the  Prof i le  data 
base  has  relied  on  the  North  Carolina  Active  Nonfederal  Physicians  publication, 
which  is  released  every  two  years.  A  switch  is  being  made  to  the  North  Carolina 
Health  Manpower  Data  Book,  which  has  been  released  annuelly  since  1978.  Thus, 
previously  missing  1979  data  will  be  available  with  the  next  edition  of  the  Prof i le. 


Note  10:  The  correct  number  of  beds  for  Burke  county  in  1979  should  have  been  32S,  not  348  as 

published  in  the  1981  Prof i le. 
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Note  11:  On  January  1,  1974,  the  Supplemental  Security  Income  program  was    implemented    as  a 

result  of  amendments  to  the  Social  Security  Act  as  passed  by  Congress  in  1972.  The 
Supplemental  Security  Income  [SSI]  program  replaced  the  former  federal  grants  made 
to  the  various  states  for  Aid  to  the  Aged,  Disabled,  and  Blind.  In  essence,  SSI 
legislation  held  that  the  individual  states  would  no  longer  administer  these  federal 
grants.  Instead,  the  administration  of  financial  payments  was  made  the 
responsibility  of  the  Social  Security  Administration.  In  order  to  prevent  any 
persons  from  receiving  less  money  under  the  new  program,  the  states  are  required  to 
provide  supplementary  payments  to  make  up  any  deficits  between  the  old  amount  and 
the  new  amount  for  all  persons  on  the  rolls  on  or  after  January  1,  1974.  North 
Carolina's  supplementary  program,  called  State/County  Special  Assistance,  was  set 
up  for  the  dual  purpose  of  complying  with  Federal  legislation  and  compensating  for 
the  failure  of  the  Federal  program  to  make  provisions  for  the  special  needs  of  the 
Aged  and  Disabled;  specifically  Domiciliary  Care,  Chore  Services,  Needy 
Spouses/Essential  Persons,  and  Certain  Disabled  Persons  not  covered  by  SSI.  In 
fiscal  year  1977-78  only  December  1977  SSI  report  was  used  because  June  1978  was  not 
available;  and  in  fiscal  year  1975-76  the  January  1976  and  June  1976  State/County 
Special  Assistance  reports  were  used  because  December  1975  was  not  available.  State 
SSI  totals  for  June  1981  have  been  revised  since  the  publication  of  the  Prof i lef 
Update  1982.  The  resulting  state  averages  for  1980-81  are  as  follows:  Blind 
3,414;  Disabled  74,578;  Aged  64,417.  For  the  months  of  June  1981  and  June  1983 
unpublished  printouts  were  used  instead  of  the  SSI  publication. 

Note  12:  Beginning  with  1979  data,  the  state  total    for    probation    population    includes  the 

category  "county-not-reported".  The  revised  state  totals  for  1979  and  1980  that 
reflect  this  inclusion  are  as  follows:  35503  and  36651  for  1979  and  1980, 
respecti  vely .
